Supreme Court Upholds Trial Judge Authority 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


flUjfjme Court upheld today the 
r|ptt of trial judges to remove 
disorderly, disruptive and 
dtoaspectful defendants from 
ttlt courtroom. 


"It is essential to the proper 


administration of criminal 


that dignity, order and 


decorum be the hallmarks of all 
court 
proceedings 
in our 


country," said Justice Hugo L. 
Black. 


"The flagrant disregard in the 


courtroom 
of 
elementary 


standards of proper conduct 
should not and cannot be 
tolerated." 


Therefore, the high scourt 


said through Black, there are at 
least three constitutionally 
permissible ways for a trial 
judge to handle an obstreperous 
defendant. He can be bound and 
gagged, but allowed to remain in 
the court room; he can be cited 
for contempt; or he can be taken 


out of the court room until he 
promises to conduct himself 
properly. 


The ruling was unanimous. 


Separate concurring opinions 
were filed by Justice William O. 
Douglas and William J. Brennan 
Jr. 


The decision is of major 


significance in light of a recent 
wave of disruptive trials. 


The recent highly publicized 


trial of eight persons accused of 
conspiring to incite riots during 
the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention in Chicago was 
disrupted repeatedly. At its end, 
all the remaining defendants 


were sentenced for contempt of 
court by Judge Julius G Hoff- 
man. 


One of the original defendants, 


Bobby G. Scale, was bound and 
gagged for a time before a 
mistrial was declared in his 
case. 


The ruling, however, came in 


an otherwise routine holdup 
case in Chicago involving a man 
named William Allen. 


The 
ruling 
meets 
the 


argument that the presence of 
noisy defendants must be 
tolerated at their trials because 
they have a constitutional right 
to confront their accusers. 


Black, in announcing the 


decision from the bench, said, 
"the courts can't deny him 
(Allen) a fair trial; he was 
trying to deny the courts their 
function." 


The justice said the trial judge 


"conducted himself as a judge 
should."

Rights Hits Pentagon

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
women’s rights movement has 
reached into the Pentagon. 
Two women leaders — one in 
Air Force blue — are out with 
public statem ents deploring 
their sex's second class status in 
the service. 
Col. Jeanne M. Holm, director 
of Women in the Air Force, 
says: 
“ To 
date, 
top-level 
m anagem ent and executive 
positions are, for all practical 
purposes, closed to military 
women except those directly 
involved 
with 
women’s 
programs.” 
Dr. Hester Turner, chairman 
of the Defense Advisory Com­ 
mittee on Women in the Ser­ 


vices, suggests the military fails 
to use women’s talents to the 
fullest, and says: 
“ It is doubtful that a military 
system which does not itself 
provide equality of opportunity 
for its own members can truly 
ensure. , , freedom for its 
country’s citizens.” 
Although the law has been 
changed 
to 
perm it 
lady 
generals, no woman in 
the 
uniform has ever risen above 
the rank of colonel or Navy 
captain. 
Col. Holm had some practical 
advice for women in the battle 
for an. even break with men. 
“It is high time we stopped 
telling children that girls don’t 
have 
the 
apitude 
for 
m athem atics, 
engineering, 
science, etc..

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More Law, Much Less Order 


There is no dearth of law in this country, but order grows 


scarcer day by day. With the population of the United States now- 
well over 200 million, there appears to be a continually increasing 
percentage growing more unruly, less respectful of the law and 
more and more tolerant of violence. And in addition to that, there 
seem to be more and more Americans all the time who have very 
little concern for plain honesty. 


Those characteristics are not confined to any one group — 


either by age, race or economic position. The young and the poor 
probably tend more to violence, but disregard for law and for 
honesty is not confined to any walk of American life. The unruly 
American is all around us. 


His overriding characteristic is that he is a demander. He uses 


people with calculated indifference. He takes, from society, but 
seldom if ever, gives. 


The unruly American is often an atrocious driver who commits 


open moving traffic violations by the dozen every day, parks in- 
considerately much of the time, litters the landscape with beer 
cans, cigarette butts, paper, even actual garbage. He has con- 
cocted an endless array of self-justifications for outright stealing — 
which ranges from the petty theft of reading books and magazines 
free at the stands to gross shoplifting, stripping of movable items 
from hotels. 


We are not talking here of professional criminals who practice 


this trade as a means of livelihood. We are speaking of Americans 
who tell themselves their kind of stealing is not stealing, or others 
who think it clever to "outwit" the system by taking what they want 
without paying. 


The unruly Americans have turned many public sports events 


into actual or near-riots. In the serious realm of government and 
politics, he frequently tries to define unconscionable licentiousness 
— extending from burglary to major vandalism to gross in- 
terference, with the simple human rights of others — as "freedom" 
in the true sense, as expressions of "individual conscience" or 
"higher moral law." 


These turbulent times have so confused men's thinking that not 


only deliberate and conscious perverters of the law but a good 
many earnest public figures, editorialists and other self-persuaded 
guardians of the nation's liberties and welfare find this barbaric 
debachery either wholly captivating or at least defensible in 
varying degrees. The truth is that none of it is defensible so long as 
we are living under the basic presumption — which we are — that 
we have a government of laws, not of men. 


If we are to change and abandon that presumption, then that 


has to be a decision shared in by a preponderance of Americans, 
not by noisy, lawless, barbaric groups or individuals arrogating to 
themselves the power — as a very small minority — to decide what 
is right and what is not. If the step is to be. a lesser one, that we 
shall keep a government of laws but find ways of making them 
more quickly responsive to changing times and needs, that, too, 
requires the consent of many millions. 


Until change is wrought by widely agreed and fair means, the 


unruly American — in his political context — is a barbaric outlaw. 
And his defender, no matter how "distinguished," is little better. 


Can Count On Inflation

If there is one ting besides death and taxes that Americans can 


count on in the immediate future it is inflation. The "all-out" war to 
lick rising prices has been abandoned. 


The administration has the ultimate weapon to win the fight 


with inflation but it will not use it. That weapon is recession. The 
decision emanated from Washington, where economic strategy, 
judging from the rhetoric, had earlier called for little short of total 
victory. Unconditional surrender, however, was seen to involve 
other problems. 


With elections coming up, public officials found public projects 


starved for funds. With unemployment rising, there were prospects 
of a red-hot summer in the slums. The fact of the matter is that the 
Nixon administration, like all others, has found that the economy 
cannot be guided by the heavy hand of impersonal theory but must 
be practical and sensitive to immediate pressures. 


The betting is that there will be no recession. Even very 


bearish forecasters who looked at the darkest side of the picture 
are inclined to shine up their outlook. But the odds are great that 
inflation will remain. 


The odds are, in fact, rising right now.

WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon's handling of the postal 
crisis, say aides, is a quietly 
dramatic example of how he 
intends to cope with future 
confrontations. 


He will seek to restore public 


order with the least possible 
show of strength. He will also 
recognize 
the 
legitimate 


grievances of the protesters and 
will take remedial action. But he 
won't act "with a gun at my 
head," he has told aides 


In dealing with the striking 


mailmen, the President in- 
structed his subordinates to use 
"the greatest persuasion and 
least compulsion possible." 


When he decided to send in 


soldiers to move the mails, he 
carefully specified that they 
should wear fatigues, not battle 
dress, and should go in unar- 
med. His plan was to use troops 
on the smallest possible scale in 
New York City. If this hadn't 
ended the emergency, he in- 
tended to send the military into 
Detroit and ChicaglHis the need 
developed. 


Throughout the crisis, the 


President never disputed that 
the postal workers had cause for 
complaint. 


"The present pay scale is not 


enough," he told aides flatly. 
"The postal service is obsolete 
in this respect " 


He also felt the pay scale 


should be adjusted to meet the 
discrepancy in living costs in 
different p«rts of the country. 


"It costs more to live in some 


places than others," he pointed 
out to aides. 


As long as the mailmen stayed 


off the job, however, Nixon 
insisted that "a settlement must 
be negotiated only when they 
are not in violation of the law." 


WIVES AND SUBSIDIES 


A group of elite farmers, 


called the Farmer 
Elected 


Committee, descended upon 
Washington the other day 
looking for answers about the 
Nixon farm program. What they 
got instead from burly, blunt- 
spoken Kenneth Fnck, boss of 
the billion-dollar farm subsidy 
program, 
was 
a 
speech 


declaring: 


"Some farmers would go even 


to the point of selling their wives 
for a subsidy." 


This ruffled peppery Freeman 


Dean, president of the Georgia 
committee and a farmer since 
he was 13. He leaped up and 
shouted back at the astonished 
Frick: 


"MY wife is not for sale!" 
The meeting broke into a 


hubbub 
as 
the 
farmers 


congratulated Dean for standing 
up to the man who controls 
federal outlays to them all. 


What they didn't know is that 


Frick, if he hasn't gone so far as 
to sell his wife, has slyly used his 
21-year-old daughter, Linda, 18- 
year-old daughter, Gail, and 16- 
year-old son, David, to collect 
more subsidies. 


In an earlier column we 


revealed 
that 
the Agnew- 


tongued Frick had been dam- 
ning subsidies at the same time 
that he and his close relatives 
had 
harvested more than 


$500,000 in crop subsidies over a 
two-year-period. 


PRICK'S FINAGLING 


Now we have learned that the 


Frick family also has been 
wringing huge water subsidies 
out of the government. The 
water for their lush California 
farmlands come from the Arvin- 
Edison 
Irrigation District, 


which is financed by an interest- 
free, $41 million federal loan. 
The chairman happens to be 
none other than Frick's father, 
Forrest Frick. 


Under U. S. law, the senior 


Frick can't provide federal 
water to more than 160 acres for 
any one farmer. But this hasn't 
deterred his anti-subsidies son 
who, to get around the law, has 
deeded approximately 160 acres 
to each of his children. In ad- 
dition, his wife's parents get 
another 160 acres watered by the 
federal irrigation project. 


The precious water boosts the 


value of the arid land from $50 to 
as high as $1500 an acre. 
Because 
the 
government 


charges no interest on the $41 
million 
loan, 
the 
savings 


amounts to an additional, in- 
direct subsidy of about $900 an 
acre. 


Frick has another 500 acres 


which profit indirectly from the 
federal irrigation project. On 
this land, Frick has dug wells 
which would have to go deeper 
at tremendous cost if the water 
table should drop. The irrigation 
water on the adjacent 
land 


keeps Frick's well water stable, 
under normal conditions, and he 
is spared the extra well-drilling 
costs. 


Frick and his in-laws can raise 


greater harvests on their 
watered lands, of course, thus 
qualifying for even more crop 
subsidies. 


Note: Frick pays some of the 


cost for his federal water, but 
nowhere near the true value, 
through a complicated taxing 
arrangement. He told this 
column that his own land is in a 
Bank of America trust which 
will revert, with all profits in- 
tact, to himself when he leaves 
the government. He sees nothing 
wrong with profiting from the 
federal subsidies he denounces 
so long as other farmers do. 


The land he put into his 


children's name to circumvent 
the 160-acre limitation is in a 
three-man trust made up of his 
brother, Howard, and two 
family friends. As for his 
statement about selling wives, 
Frick put his hand on his eyes in 
mock dismay. 


"1 thought," he said, "that you 


could kid these people. Of 
course, it was a ridiculous 
statement."

National Review. Mr. Rusher 
opened by reading pontifically 
from the New York Times 
Sunday Magazine of March 1967 
wherein Mr. Theodore Sorensen 
wrote most persuasively about 
his various disabilities as a 
senatorial candidate. Sorensen, 
wounded (as others have been in 
other contexts) by the sound of 
his own words, shoots back:

librarian check it. RUSHER. 
Well, I'll make a little date with 
you Mr. Sorensen—we'll come 
back on this program and hear 
when and where National 
Review advocated racism, and 
perhaps you can show it to me: 
and if you can't at that point I'll 
call you a liar. 


SORENSEN. I'm amazed at 


your inability to understand the 
point I have been trying to 
make. RUSHER. Mr. Sorensen, 
you may think you've been in 
New York long enough to be 8 
viable candidate for the Unitec 
States Senate, but on the basis 
of your hysterical showing this 
evening you wouldn't make a 
viable candidate for dog catcher 
of New York City. 


SORENSEN. Now it seems to 


me, Mr. Rusher, you're being 
rather hysterical. I don't un- 
derstand why you're losing your 
cool. You stood there and made 
all kinds of complaints . . .

Strike Handling Plan 


M ore Low, M u ch Less O rder 


There is no dearth of law in this country, but order grows 
scarcer day by day. With the population of the United States now 
well over 200 million, there appears to be a continually increasing 
percentage growing more unruly, less respectful of the law and 
more and more tolerant of violence. And in addition to that, there 
seem to be more and more Americans all the time who have very 
little concern for plain honesty. 


Those characteristics are not confined to any one group — 
either by age, race or economic position The young and the poor 
probably tend more to violence, but disregard for law and for 
honesty is not confined to any walk of American life. The unruly 
American is all around us. 


His overriding characteristic is that he is a demander. He uses 
people with calculated indifference He takes, from society, but 
seldom if ever, gives. 


The unruly American is often an atrocious driver who commits 
open moving traffic violations by the dozen every day, parks in­ 
considerately much of the time, litters the landscape with beer 
cans, cigarette butts, paper, even actual garbage. He has con­ 
cocted an endless array of self-justifications for outright stealing — 
which ranges from the petty theft of reading books and magazines 
free at the stands to gross shoplifting, stripping of movable items 
from hotels 


We are not talking here of professional criminals who practice 
this trade as a means of livelihood We are speaking of Americans 
who tell themselves their kind of stealing is not stealing, or others 
who think it clever to “outwit” the system by taking what they want 
without paying. 


The unruly Americans have turned many public sports events 
into actual or near-riots In the serious realm of government and 
politics, he frequently tries to define unconscionable licentiousness 
— extending from burglary to major vandalism to gross in­ 
terference with the simple human rights of others — as “freedom” 
in the true sense, as expressions of “individual conscience” or 
“higher moral law,” 


These turbulent times have so confused men’s thinking that not 
only deliberate and conscious perverters of the law- but a good 
many earnest public figures, editorialists and other self-persuaded 
guardians of the nation’s liberties and welfare find this barbaric 
debachery either wholly captivating or at least defensible in 
varying degrees The truth is that none of it is defensible so long as 
we are living under the basic presumption — which we are — that 
we have a government of laws, not of men. 


If we are to change and abandon that presumption, then that 
has to be a decision shared in by a preponderance of Americans, 
not by noisy, lawless, barbaric groups or individuals arrogating to 
themselves the power — as a very small minority — to decide what 
is right and what is not. If the step is to be a lesser one, that we 
shall keep a government of laws but find ways of making them 
more quickly responsive to changing times and needs, that, too, 
requires the consent of many millions 


Until change is wrought by widely agreed and fair means, the 
unruly American — in his political context — is a barbaric outlaw. 
And his defender, no matter how “distinguished,” is little better. 


C an Count O n Inflation

If there is one ting besides death and taxes that Americans can 
count on in the immediate future it is inflation. The “all-out” war to 
lick rising prices has been abandoned. 


The administration has the ultimate weapon to win the fight 
with inflation but it will not use it. That weapon is recession. The 
decision emanated from Washington, where economic strategy, 
judging from the rhetoric, had earlier called for little short of total 
victory. Unconditional surrender, however, was seen to involve 
other problems. 


With elections coming up, public officials found public projects 
starved for funds. With unemployment rising, there were prospects 
of a red-hot summer in the slums The fact of the matter is that the 
Nixon administration, like all others, has found that the economy 
cannot be guided by the heavy hand of impersonal theory but must 
be practical and sensitive to immediate pressures. 


The betting is that there will be no recession. Even very 
bearish forecasters who looked at the darkest side of the picture 
are inclined to shine up their outlook. But the odds are great that 
inflation will remain 


The odds are, in fact, rising right now.

WASHINGTON - President 
Nixon’s handling of the postal 
crisis, say aides, is a quietly 
dramatic example of how he 
intends 
to cope with future 
confrontations 
He will seek to restore public 
order with the least possible 
show of strength. He will also 
recognize 
the 
legitim ate 
grievances of the protesters and 
will take remedial action But he 
won’t act “with a gun at my 
head,” he has told aides. 
In dealing with the striking 
mailmen, the President in­ 
structed his subordinates to use 
”the greatest persuasion and 
least compulsion possible.” 
When he decided to send in 
soldiers to move the mails, he 
carefully specified 
that they 
should wear fatigues, not battle 
dress, and should go in unar­ 
med. His plan was to use troops 
on the smallest possible scale in 
New York City. If this hadn’t 
ended the emergency, he in­ 
tended to send the military into 
Detroit and Chica^fHis the need 
developed 
Throughout the crisis, 
the 
President never disputed that 
the postal workers had cause for 
complaint. 
“The present pay scale is not 
enough,” he told aides flatly. 
“The postal service is obsolete 
in this respect.” 
He also felt the pay scale 
should be adjusted to meet the 
discrepancy in living costs in 
different parts of the country. 
“It costs more to live in some 
places than others,” he pointed 
out to aides 
As long as the mailmen stayed 
off the job, however, Nixon 
insisted that “a settlement must 
be negotiated only when they 
are not in violation of the law.” 


WIVES AND SUBSIDIES 
A group of elite farmers, 
called the Farmer Elected 
Committee, descended upon 
Washington the 
other 
day 
looking for answers about the 
Nixon farm program. What they 
got instead from burly, blunt- 
spoken Kenneth Frick, boss of 
the billion-dollar farm subsidy 
program, 
was 
a 
speech 
declaring: 
“Some farmers would go even 
to the point of selling their wives 
for a subsidy.” 
This ruffled peppery Freeman 
Dean, president of the Georgia 
committee and a farmer since 
he was 13. He leaped up and 
shouted back at the astonished 
Frick: 
“MY wife is not for sale!” 
The meeting broke into a 
hubbub 
as 
the 
farmers 
congratulated Dean for standing 
up to the man who controls 
federal outlays to them all. 
What they didn’t know is that 
Frick, if he hasn’t gone so far as 
to sell his wife, has slyly used his 
21-year-old daughter, Linda, 18- 
year-old daughter, Gail, and 16- 
year-old son, David, to collect 
more subsidies. 


In 
an earlier 
column 
we 
revealed 
that 
the 
Agnew- 
tongued Frick had been dam­ 
ning subsidies at the same time 
that he and his close relatives 
had 
harvested 
more 
than 
$500,000 in crop subsidies over a 
two-year-period. 


FRICK’S FINAGLING 
Nowr we have learned that the 
Frick family also has been 
wringing huge water subsidies 
out of the government. The 
water for their lush California 
farmlands come from the Arvin- 
Edison 
Irrigation 
District, 
which is financed by an interest- 
free. $41 million federal loan. 
The chairman happens to be 
none other than Frick’s father, 
Forrest Frick. 
Under U. S. law, the senior 
Frick can’t provide federal 
water to more than 160 acres for 
any one farmer. But this hasn't 
deterred his anti-subsidies son 
who, to get around the law, has 
deeded approximately 160 acres 
to each of his children. In ad­ 
dition, his wife’s parents get 
another 160 acres watered by the 
federal irrigation project. 
The precious water boosts the 
value of the arid land from $50 to 
as 
high as 
$1500 an 
acre. 
Because 
the 
government 
charges no interest on the $41 
million 
loan, 
the 
savings 
amounts to an additional, in­ 
direct subsidy of about $900 an 
acre, 
Frick has another 500 acres 
which profit indirectly from the 
federal irrigation project. On 
this land, Frick has dug wells 
which would have to go deeper 
at tremendous cost if the water 
table should drop. The irrigation 
water on the adjacent land 
keeps Frick’s well water stable, 
under normal conditions, and he 
is spared the extra well-drilling 
costs. 
Frick and his in-laws can raise 
greater 
harvests 
on 
their 
watered lands, of course, thus 
qualifying for even more crop 
subsidies. 


Note: Frick pays some of the 
cost for his federal water, but 
nowhere near the true value, 
through a complicated taxing 
arrangement. He told 
this 
column that his own land is in a 
Bank of America trust which 
will revert, with all profits in­ 
tact, to himself when he leaves 
the government. He sees nothing 
wrong with profiting from the 
federal subsidies he denounces 
so long as other farmers do. 
The land he put into his 
children’s name to circumvent 
the 160-acre limitation is in a 
three-man trust made up of his 
brother, 
Howard, 
and 
two 
fam ily friends. As for his 
statement about selling wives. 
Frick put his hand on his eyes in 
mock dismay. 
“I thought,” he said, “that you 
could kid these people. Of 
course, 
it 
was a 
ridiculous 
statement.”

THE WALL of silence that 
encloses the deaf compels them 
to live in a world far re­ 
moved from the joys and hap­ 
piness that is their birthright. 
Far too often this world is 
a humorless one devoid of the 
charm brought to us by the 
sounds of living. 
It 
is 
diffi­ 
cult for those 
of us who hear 
to understand 
t h e 
desolate 
silence 
a n d 
isolation 
o f 
d e a f n e s s . 
Every waking 
moment in our 
daily 
lives is 
identified with 
s o u n d . 
T h r o u g h 
sound, personal and social ex­ 
periences enrich all human re­ 
lationships. On adequate hear­ 
ing depends productivity at 
school and at work 
The magnitude of the im­ 
portance of hearing makes it 
imperative that concentrated 
efforts be made in its preser­ 
vation and in the prevention of 
deafness 
Unfortunately, 
there 
are 
some types of deafness that 
can neither be prevented nor 
cured. 
But there are many 
forms of deafness, especially 
in childhood, that can, with 
early recognition and intense 
treatment, 
be 
completely 
cured. 
It is to these we are 
particularly directing our at­ 
tention. 
It is astonishing with what 
regularity 
mothers 
bring 
a 
child to the office of the ear. 
nose and throat doctors, and 
say "the school teacher says 
that she can’t hear but per­ 
sonally I believe she is faking 
because she does not want to 
follow instructions." Rarely is 
this true. Such an attitude de­ 
lays facing the reality that 
the child does not hear well. 
This 
delay 
postpones 
early 
recognition of the cause and 
the 
start 
of 
the 
necessary 
treatment. 
Deafness in children may be 
due to a variety of reasons, 


some complicated, and some 
simple. 
A large quantity of 
hardened wax in the outer ear 
can reduce sensitive hearing 
Only examination of the outer 
ear 
canal 
can 
show 
the 
presence of wax which then 
can easily be removed. 
An accidental cuff over the 
ear 
may 
cause 
tremendous 
pressure and rupture the ear­ 
drum. 
It is for this reason 
that contact sports must be 
played with adequate protec­ 
tive headgear 
Fungus infec­ 
tions of the outer ear, and 
eczema due to allergy can 
cause swelling of the ear and 
temporary 
hearing 
impair­ 
ment. 
The single most important 
cause for acquired deafness in 
children is a large mass of 
adenoid tissue which blocks 
the Eustachian tubes 
These 
tiny tubes run from the back 
of the nose to the middle ear. 
When closed, an accumulation 
of thick gelatinous fluid col­ 
lects in the middle ear and 
causes temporary loss of hear­ 
ing. 
Sinus infections and al­ 
lergies 
also 
are 
responsible 
for 
mild 
hearing 
loss 
in 
children. 
A simple rule of safety, the 
key to preventive 
medicine, 
m ust be followed to conserve 
hearing. If it is vaguely su­ 
spected that a child falls to 
respond to ordinary speech, 
assume that the hearing, at 
least temporarily, is impaired. 
N eglect serves to invite per­ 
manent loss of hearing with 
its tragic burden 
e • e

There it no dearth of law in tills country, but order grows 
scarcer day by day With the population of the United Stales now 
well over 20ti million, there appears to he a continually increasing 
percentage growing more unruly, leas respectful of the law and 
more and more tolerant of violence And in addition to that, there 
seem to be more and more Americans all the time who have very 
little concern for plain honesty . 


Those characteristics are not confined to any one group — 
o th e r by age, race or economic position The young and the poor 
probably tend, more to violence, but disregard for law and for 
honesty is not confined, to' any walk of A m enean life. The unruly 
Amen car. is all around us 


His ovem ding characteristic is that he is a demander He uses 
people with calculated indifference He takes, from society , but 
seldom if ever, gives. 


The unruly American is often an atrocious driver who commits 
open moving traffic viola lions by the dozen every day, parks in­ 
considerately much of the tim e litters the landscape with beer 
cans, cigarette1 butts,, paper, even actual garbage... He has con­ 
cocted an endless array of self-justifications for outright stealing — 
which ranges from the petty theft of reading books and magazines 
free at the stands to gross shoplifting, stripping of movable items 
from hotels 


We are not talking here of professional criminals who practice 
this trade as a means of livelihood We are speaking of Americans 
who tell themselves their kind of stealing is not stealing, or others 
who think it clever to ‘■outwit” the system by taking what they want 
without, paying. 


The unruly Americans have turned many public sports events 
into actual or near-riots In the serious realm of government and 
politics, he frequently tries to define unconscionable licentiousness 
— extending from burglary’ to m ajor vandalism to gross in­ 
terference with the simple human rights of others — as “freedom” 
in the true sense, as expressions of “ individual conscience** or 
“ higher moral law,” 


These1 turbulent 'times have so confused m en's thinking, that not 
only deliberate1 and conscious perverters of the law but a. good 
many earnest public figures, editorialists and other self-persuaded 
guardians of the nation’s liberties and welfare find this barbaric 
debachery either wholly captivating or at least defensible in 
varying degrees The truth is that none of it is defensible so long as 
we are living under the basic presumption — which we are — that 
we have a government of laws, not of men 


If we are to change and abandon that presumption, then that 
has to' 'be1 a decision stored in by a preponderance of Americans, 
not. by noisy, lawless, barbaric .groups or1 individuals arrogating to 
'themselves the power — as a very small minority — to decide what 
is right and what is not. If the step is to be a lesser one. that we 
shall keep a government of laws but find ways of making them 
more quickly responsive to changing times and needs, that, too, 
requires the consent of many millions 


Until change is wrought by widely agreed and fair means, the 
unruly American — in his political context — is a barbaric outlaw. 
And his defender, no m atter how “ distinguished.” is little better.

be practical and sensitive to im mediate pressures. 


The betting is that there will be no recession. Even very 
bearish forecasters who looked at the darkest side of the picture 
are inclined to shine up their outlook. But the odds are great that 
inflation will rem ain 


The odds are, in fact, rising right now.

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


a fresh wage offer on the table, 
government 
and 
union 


negotiators kept talking today in 
an effort to resolve the sim- 
mering postal pay dispute. 


The government offered a 


proposed wage settlement to 
postal union officials early today 
after six consecutive hours of 
bargaining. 


Details of the new wage offer 


were not disclosed but it was put 
before the negotiators after 
Postmaster General Winton 
Blount received instructions 
from President Nixon. 


Blount reported that Nixon 


was 
"very 
hopeful" 
the 


negotiations can be concluded 
soon. 


The talks started last week 


after a widepsread walkout of 
postal workers crippled mail 
deliveries in many areas of the 
nation. 


Nixon sent troops to help move 


the mail in New York city. The 
strike soon crumbled in the face 
of court action and the promise 
of pay raise negotiations by the 
government.

Proposed Discipline Legislation

Vehicle Laws 
Were Restrictive 
Sixty Years Ago 


All motorists at one time or 


another are irked by regulations 
imposed on automobiles. But 
consider the potential plight of 
the driver 60 years ago, when an 
organization called the Far- 
mer's Anti-Auto Protective 
Society sought passage of even 
more restrictive traffic laws. 


Found in the automotive 


library of Sears, Roebuck and 
Co., the proposed regulations 
make current vehicle laws mild 
by comparison. The suggested 
rules were as follows: 


1. Automobiles 
must be 


seasonably painted — that is, so 
they will merge with the 
pastoral ensemble and not be 
startling. 


2. On discovering an ap- 


proaching 
team, 
the 


automobilist must stop off-side 
and cover his machine with a 
tarpaulin, painted with the 
scenery. 


3. In case a horse will not pass 


an automobile, notwithstanding 
the scenic 
tarpaulin, 
the 


automobilist will take the 
machine apart as rapidly as 
possible and conceal the parts in 
the grass. 


4. In case an automobile 


makes a team run away, the 
penalty will be $50 for the first 
mile, $100 for the second, $200 
for the third mile, etc., that the 
team runs, in addition to the 
usual damages. 


5. On approaching a corner 


where he cannot command a 
view of the road ahead, the 
automobilist must stop not less 
than 100 yards from the turn, 
toot his horn, ring a bell, fire a 
revolver, hallo and send up 
three bombs at intervals of five 
minutes. 


6. Automobiles running on the 


country roads at night must 
send up a red rocket every mile 
and wait 10 minutes for the road 
to clear. They may then proceed 
carefully, blowing their horns 
and shooting rockets. 


7. The speed limit on country 


roads this year will be secret 
and the penalty for violation will 
be $10 for every mile an offender 
is going in excess of it.

Vehicle Laws 


Were Restrictive 


Sixty Y e a rs A g o 


All motorista at one time 
another are irked by regulations 
imposed on automobiles 
But 
consider the potential plight of 
the driver «0 years ago. when an 
organization called the Far­ 
m er's Anti-Auto Protective 
Society sought 'passage of even 
more restrictive traffic laws 
Found in the automotive 
library of Sears, Roebuck and 
Co., the proposed regulations 
make current vehicle laws mild 
by comparison The suggested 
rules were as follows: 
1. 
Automobiles 
must be 
seasonably painted — that is. so 
they will m erge with the 
pastoral ensemble and not be 
startling. 
2. On discovering an ap­ 
proaching 
team , 
the 
automobilist must stop off-side 
and cover his machine with a 
tarpaulin, painted with the 
scenery. 
3. In case a horse will not pass 
an automobile, notwithstanding 
the 
scenic 
tarpaulin, 
the 
autom obilist will 
take the 
machine apart as rapidly as 
possible and conceal the parts in 
the grass. 
4. In case an automobile 
makes a team run away, the 
penalty will be 150 for the first 
mile, $100 for the second, $200 
for the third mile, etc., that the 
team runs, in addition to the 
usual damages. 
5. On approaching a corner 
where he cannot command a 
view of the road ahead, the 
automobilist must stop not less 
than 100 yards from the turn, 
toot his horn, ring a bell, fire a 
revolver, hallo and send up 
three bombs at intervals of five 
minutes. 
6. Au tomobiles running on the 
country roads at night must 
send up a red rocket every mile 
and wait 10 minutes for the road 
to clear. They may then proceed 
carefully, blowing their horns 
and shooting rockets. 
7. The speed limit on country 
roads this year will be secret 
and the penalty for violation will 
be $10 for every mile an offender 
is going in excess of it.

SEATTLE 
(AP) — 
The 


American League was faced 
with an intriguing section of its 
own 
constitution and 
the 


disquieting threat of antitrust 
legislation Monday as the 
winding judicial road from 
Seattle to Milwaukee suddenly 
seemed just a little longer. 


The road the Seattle Pilots 


hoped to tread to Milwaukee was 
studded with legal 
rocks 


throughout a hearing in federal 
bankruptcy 
court. Then a 


boulder bounced down from the 
bar to stop the day's travel 
altogether. 


And probably more important 


to baseball in the long run was 
the possible landslide started 
when 
Washington's 
two 


powerful Democratic senators 
— Henry M. Jackson 
and 


Warren G. Magnuson — an- 
nounced they would sponsor 
legislation putting baseball 


Indiana 
Life 


under antitrust laws. Rep. 
Brock Adams, D-Wash., was to 
sponsor similar legislation in the 
House, 


The senators said the antitrust 


action wouldn't have any 
bearing 
on 
the 
Seattle- 


Milwaukee situation, 
"but 


rather could apply only against 
the American League in future 
actions." 


"We'll probably introduce the 


legislation the first of next week, 
after the Easter recess," 
Jackson said. "I don't want to go 
into too much detail, but it would 
unequivocally put baseball 
under antitrust legislation." 


He admitted that getting such 


legislation would be tough, "but 
I'm a realist and expected a 
hard fight. We've been assured 
of a hearing date," he added. 


Bankruptcy referee Sidney C. 


Volinn's comment in the Seattle 
hearing came in his usual quiet, 
calm tone, but the impact 
seemed to change the whole 


mood of the proceedings. 


"1 must confess I'm intrigued 


by this section in your con- 
stitution about proceedings in 
bankruptcy court." Volinn told 
the American League attorneys. 


That section of the con- 


stitution was brought up by 
William 
Dwyer, 
special 


assistant Washington state 
attorney general. Dwyer had 
held his peace throughout the 
day because he said he didn't 
want to prejudice an $82 million 
damage -antitrust suit that 
would follow a Pilot move. 


But when it came time for the 


specific issue — to show cause 
why the club shouldn't be sold to 
the 
Milwaukee 
Brewers 


Baseball Club. Inc. — Dwyer 
sprang to life and began picking 
at the league constitution. 


Dwyer argued in his closing 


statement that under baseball 
law the league takes over any 
franchise as soon as it enters a 
bankruptcy court. He said that 


being the case the club could 
hardly say it couldn't meet its 
debts because the American 
League wasn't in financial 
trouble. 


Volinn then asked Dwyer if 


under that same constitution the 
league wasn't free to sell the 
club anyway. Dwyer said no, not 
if the constitution was taken as a 
whole and especially in the light 
of league promises to keep the 
club in Seattle for the 1970 
season and underwrite its ex- 
penses. 


With that, league attorneys 


popped up and declared the 
league never committed itself to 
operate the club in Seattle for 
the season. 


However, Volinn let 
the 


matter hang in the new un- 
certainty and recessed the 
hearing until Tuesday morning. 
He said he wanted to think about 
the constitutional question and 
added that there were other 
matters still to be discussed.
